‘Tho 
Government now refuse to recognise any 
agreement entered into between Russia 
and the Moukden General, since the Rus- 
sian occupation of Manchuria, and to 
punish the latter if it is found that he has 
overstepped his authority. Tho Govern. 
ment havo also decided to comply with 
Russia’s demand to a certain extent, as 
none of the powers really assist China to 
reject the Russian demands in their en. 
tirety. The Government will open Mouk- 
en and Tatungkou to forei, trade after 
the Russian eracuation of M fanchuria. On 
the other hand Russia will secure most of 
the privileges given her by the Tartar 
General and will maintain hee forestry 
ond mining rights at the Yalu. No formal 
fereement covering these points has yet 
been signed but there is no doubt that a 
provisional understanding has been come 
to by Russia and China on the affair.— 
“Nichi Nichi.”

‘They have fatally offended 
every Nonconformist in the land, 
and "they have done it in such 
a way that reasonable Churchmen 
are turning upon them in their ad- 
versity to say “Serve you right.” 
The “ Hoenig Advertiser” says 
the Education Department is simp- 
ly Paralyeed at the present moment, 
and the Welsh County Councils have 
done it. The latter have refused to 
give any share of the education rate 
to denominational schools, and the 
Department has found no way out 
of the difficulty. Lord Londonderry 
might proceed by mandamus but 
he hesitates to tackle the Local 
Authorities since there is already a 
long list of efforts at coercion by 
writs which have ended in failure. 
It is in matters of this kind that: one 
finds the animosity that adds venom 
to political strife. The “ passive re- 
sistance ” movement has been pheno- 
menally successful. One instance 
will suffice. A Nonconformist City 
Councillor having attempted to ex- 
plain his position was silenced by 
the Mayor. Thereupon a voice was 
heard in court saying, “Shame.” 
After which the local” papers re- 
port proceeds thus :—

“THE REOPENED 
DOOR.”

In the New York “Nation” of the 
28rd of July last there is an article 
with the above heading in which Mr. 
Hay, the U.S. Secretary of State, is 
highly praised for his success’ in 
securing from the Russian Chargé 
d’Affaires at Washington a definite 
romise that Moukden and Tatung- 
ou in Manchuria shall be made open 
ports. The agreement come to by 
these two diplomatists has been sent, 
we are told, to Peking for confirma- 
tion by the Emperor, whose assent is 
taken for granted. “In other words, 
ile asserting the integrity of the 
Chinese Empire, Mr. Hay practically 
recognises Russia as suzerain of all 
northern China.” The “Nation” 
goes on to say that as Russia is now 
in full possession of Manchuria, the 
question has become merely a com- 
mercial one. We have done, this 
means, with any sentimental reluct- 
ance to see the cradle ef the ruling 
dynasty in China handed over to the

The seventh annual meeting of the 
Kuling Landrenters’ was held ia the 















eeond class case: 










Kuling Church, on August 14th. 

The Rev. C. G. Sparham, Chairman of 
the Council, called the meeting to order 
at 9.30 a.m., and at his request the open- 
ing prayer was offered by Bishop Ingle. 

The list of voters was then called by 
the Rer. J. S. Adams, Secretary of the 
Trustees, who declared an ample quorum 
present. 

On the motion of the Rev. F. E. 
Meigs, Dr. R. C. Beebe was elected 
Chairman of the meeting; and on the 





whatever. Applications for new lots are 
also constantly coming in. All these 
facts show the urgent need for securing 
the Extension of the Estate. 
GOVERNMENT. 

The Council has continued its work as 
last year, meeting frequently during the 
season in Kuling, and for nine months 
acting through its Executive Committee, 
composed of the four Hankow members, 
who held ten meetings between Septem- 
ber and July. 
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It is with much regret that we record 
our failure to devise any acceptable plan 
for giving the community a legal status 
as a municipality. The Council could not 
Lut accept the conclusion of its sub- 
committee on the International Settle- 
ment Plan to the effect that such a gor- 
ernment is entirely impracticable for 
the Kuling community. At the same 
time we feel more keenly than ever 
the need of legal authority for the col- 
lection of taxes, and the enforcing of 
regulations concerning the public health. 
This need will doubtless become more 
imperative as the community grows in 
size, for individual interests will require 
more thorough control on behalf of the 
wublic welfare, and vested interests will 
Semand more ‘adequate security. 

Until a satisfactory scheme is devised 
for making Kuling a legally constituted 
municipality, we must on behalf of the 
Council appeal, as formerly, to the loyal 
support of every resident, in order that 
our plan of government by good will may 
continue to be effective. 


PUBLIC HEALTE. 


‘The usual precautions have been taken 
to safeguard the health of the community 
by issuing sanitary notices tu every house 
and appointing voluntary inspectors of 
meat and milk. A temporary slaughiter- 
house has been rented, and it is hoped in 
futuro to provide a better one. On the 
recommendation of tho Sanitary Com- 
mittee the native settlement in the gap 
has been efficiently drained, and arrange- 
ments made to keep the drains flushed. 
But as the community increases in size 
tho amount of work involved in carrying 
out thete desirable ideas incresses also, 
and it has been very difficult this season 
to find volunteers for the service. The 
community is much indebted to the 
medical men who have voluntarily given 
up their time to the community’s inter- 
ests, but we can scarcely expect this to 
continue, and the Council is of opinion, 
especially in view of the expected Ext 
sion of the Settlement, that. the time ix 
not far distant when a Health Officer will 
have to be engaged by the community to 
give up all his time, during the season, 
fo this. work. 











Disvensary. 


The Dispensary has, during the winter, 
been restocked with necessary drugs, and 
continues to be 2 boon to the many sick 
ones on the hill. As there seems to be 
a misunderstanding in some quarters as 
to the raison d’étre of the Dispensary, 
tho Council takes tho opportunity of 
pointing out that it is not a drug store, 
where housebolders can obtain anything 
they need, but a convenient pharmacy 
for physicians in treating their patients. 

Meorcat Misstos. 


This season 2 medical mission has been 
opened in the gap, where Chinese patients, 
for a small fee, are seen three times 
a week by volunteer physicians, and in 
connection with this an evangelistic ser- 
vice is held every night. ‘The latter has 
been well attended from the first, and 
the former is becoming better attended 
as it is getting better known. Residents 
can greatly help by directing natives to 
the Dispensary, which is open at 11 
o'clock on Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays for men, and at 12 o'clock on the 
same days for women. 


Estate Empioyees. 


‘The work done by the whole staff has 
been generally satisfactory. The watch- 
men, though giving much of their time in 
the winter season to working on the 
roads, did not neglect their own special 
duties, and it is a pleasure to state that 
no house has been broken into during the 
year. The man in charge of the Rest 











Honse at Lien-Hua-Tung has proved 
ficient, but it is hoped that a man of | 
greater power and with some knowledge | 
of English may soon be secured for the ; 
post. ‘The Estimates for the coming year 
provide larger wages for the Lien-Hua- 
ung caretaker in order to secure such a 
man, 











Frances. 


The large receipts of this year will be 

gratifying to all lot-holders. “Every item 
is in excess of the estimates made last 
year. Taxes are swelled mainly by the 
collection of arrears, and by the ground 
rent, which this year is not asked for by 
the Trustees. The item of commissions 
is much more than twice the estimate, 
while the Rest House receipts continue 
to attest the growing popularity of Ku- 
ling. Against this Tast item, however, | 
nut be placed the License of $100.00 per 
annum on the Kiukiang Rest House, 
imposed by the Kiukiang Municipality , 
this year for the first time. 

Increase of expenditure was possible 
because of the increased income. A small 
beginning has been made on the much- 
needed enlargement of the Office staff by 
the employment of a second assistant. 
A typewriter has been purchased, and the 
treasury admits the very desirable reduc- 
tion of $800.00 in the amount of the 
mortgage on the Estate House. By the 
appropriation of $50.00 to the working 
capital, this sum is raised to $450.00, and 
the provision of $50 in the budget for next 
Fear will raise it to the limit toward 
Which we have been aiming for several 
Fears. For the first time we have been 
‘uble to appropriate a considerable sum to 
the improvement of the Park. This item 
will he mentioned later in the report. 

Roans asp Bripues 

_ Several improvements have been made 
in the roads within the Estate. The 
Hankow Valley road has been put into 
good order, as also has the road from the 
Estate Hose to the North-east end of the 
Estate, and new roads have been made 
from near lot 100 to the bottom of the 
hill. It is proposed to make the main 
middle toad into a good promenade. 

A beginning has been made in this di- 
rection, and it is hoped that the scheme 
may be fully realised before next. season. 
Seven Estate seats similar to those in uso 
on the Hankow bund, have been provid- 
ed. ‘These have been much appreciated 
by the community, and if funds permit 
more will be added in the coming year. 
‘The wooden bridges continve to give satis- 
faction, and the watercourses generally 
have been so regulated that the heavy 
spate of August 8th did very little 
damage to the roads. A certain amount 
of damage is inevitable as a result of these 
sudden, heavy rains; but in this case the 
damage would have been much less had 
not certain lot-holders neglected to con- 
trol the watercourses on their private 
grounds. In their own interests, as well 
as in the interests of the Estate, the 
lot-holders are urgent! uested to give 
attention to this matter." ¥ 

Outside the Estate, the road of the gap 
has been improved by the making of good 
drains, costing about $100. ‘The expense 
of these, together with the wages of a 
man to sweep the streets, have been 
entirely met by the Chinese. It is pro- 
bably owing to these measures that there 
has been much less sickness at the 
this year than usual. A part of “Eighteen 
Bends,” on the Main Road, has been 
fenced in, and arrangements 
made for immediately fencing in other 
parts of the road which are considered 
dangerous. 



































Tar Park. 
Although those who first Iaid out the 
Estate planned that there should be a 


Park behind the Church, and allotted j 


‘ground for the purpose, the funds in hand 
have not until recently permitted the 
Council to improve this fino piece of 
ground. ‘The satisfactory condition of our 
fi towards the end of the year, 
however, made it possible for the work 
to be put in hand. ‘The ground is already 
being cleared, and it is proposed to level 
the upper part of it fora lawn, to make 
walks and flower beds, to plant trees, 
and to place seats. For some months 
each year a garden coolie will give atten- 
tion to this spot. It is expected that 
it will prove a great boon to the children 
and a centre of interest for the whole 
community. 


Estate: Iurtovements. 
It is now possible, for the first time, 
to make an appropriation in our budget 
for Estate Improvements. An opportunity 
has offered for the Council to secure 
n lot in the centre of the Estate; and 
with the permission of the Landrenters 
the land will be purchase. Tt is thought 
that public buildings for Reading Rooms, 
Lecture Halls, and the like, will certamly 
he needed in’ the future;) and possibly 
more room for recreation grounds. It is 
imperative that provision for such needs 
should be made near the centre of the 
Estate. At present it is only proposed to 
ecure the land, the money for which can, 
‘, be obtained by temporarily 
sing the mortgage on the Estate 
House. The interest would be more than 
met by the $100 appropriated. 
Masauen, 

‘The manager is the best known man in 
Kuling, and every one who knows him 

are how busy he is. ‘The multitude 
of details with which he has to deal makes 
it impossible that in every point he should 
satisfy everybody. We have no hesita- 
tion, however, in declaring that we voico 
the sentiment’ of the community at large 
when we thank Mr. Berkin for his court- 
css and efficiency as Manager of the 
Extate. The Council especially, knowing 
the manager officially, recognise the high 
ralue of his services. The increased in- 
come and economy of expenditure shown 
by the acconnts are due in almost every 
item to the skill, the untiring energy, 
and the public spirit which he has shown 
in the discharge of his duties. ‘The Coun- 
cil has much satisfaction in stating that 
an arrangement has been made by which 
Mr. Berkin consents to remain for a year 
beyond the term at which his present 
agreement might expire, viz., from Oct. 
1904. to Oct. 1905, at a salary of $2,100.

Bills Discounted, Loans and Credits, show 
a reduction of $2,000,000, but compared 
‘with the corresponding date last year they 
are $8,000,000 higher. ‘The only other 
calling for special mention is Bank 
rises accuunt ;this isnow $1,311,142.54 
against $829,123 'on Blst December last, 
and ine increase is largely due to the 
ise of a property in Shanghai ad- 
inises there, w 
iruble in every way 
Te Bank We have also 
tw cularge the office accommodation at 
ne of cur other branches, which, as my 
2loeesse ve pointed out, is what we 
imust be prepared for as the natural out- 
come of our inereasing business. With 
the $200,000 written off, as proposed in 
the present report, the account will then 
stand at S1,111,12.54. ‘There has been 
almost nn entire immunty from losses 
indicating that the large business in 
ich we ave engaged is in a sound and 
healthy condition. At some points trade 
has suffered by threatened disturbance in 
the political atmosphere of the Far East, 
but we hope that the war clouds which 
¢ hanging around will soon pass away. 
‘The import of cotton goods and yarn also 
received a check, due to the sudden and 
sustained advance in tho price of the 
raw material but, as it happened, this 
nnexpected rise in cotton served to relievo 
the situation for many of our friends,

Mr. Platt—I have ascertained that the 
nev’ is the son of a well-known and 
ed merchant at Hongkong; that 
as formerly in the employ of Messrs. 
Drewell and Co. of Moji; and that when 
he left their employ he came to Shanghai 
in May last year. ‘There is no doubt he 
then got info bad company, which has 
led him into his present position. Ln 
passing sentence I will ask your Lordship 
to take into account that He has been ‘t 
kao! for a month, that he bas acknow- 
ledged his guilt, and that he is only 21 
years of age. One of the objects of 
punishment being to reform the olfender 
if possible, it may be that, if the sentence 

< hot too heavy and proper iniluences are 
brought to bear, when the prisoner ha: 
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served h's term he may yet become a 
credit to society. 

His Lordship (addressing prisoner)— 
You have pleaded guilty to four charges 
of obtaining money by false pretences, 
and it is now my duty to pass sentence 
upon you. I dare say looking at your 
age and to what Mr. Platt has said that 
you have not thought out what this sort 
of offence really means. It really means 
that you, having been well brought up 
and taught by your parents and teachers, 
have taken advantage of that education 
to cheat other people out of the results 
of their labourr ft dare say if anyone 
were to call you a thief you would bo 
very much shocked, but in point of fact 

dT hope while ‘you are in prison you 














will think about this—how much beiter|s 
can you make your action to be than] Pos 


thieving? Instead of taking a man’s 
property without, his knowing of it, you 
use your education, your abilities’ and 
address as much as may be to perstiade 
him to part with his property to your 
advantage by your deceit. ‘These are 
hard words no doubt, but you are a 
young man and I feol it my duty to use 
them. I hope when you come out of 
prison you will reform’and try and live 
2 better life, using the abilities you have 
employed in cheating people in some 
honourable pursuit. If you do that I have 
no doubt you will be able to earn an 
honest. living and you will be a much 
happier man than’ if yon continue to 
swindle. I will give full value to what 
Mr. Platt has said, that you hare been 
a month in gaol and aro only 21; and in 
the sincere hope that you will reform, 
T sentence you to the minimu sentence 
possible, looking to my duty to the public, 
and that is four months’ imprisonment 
with hard labour.

A native cash-shopkeeper was charged 
vith fraudulently and Knowingly utter- 
ing two brass dollars in his shop, 580, 
Foochow Road, on the 20th instant ; also 
with being in possession of a forged $5 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank note, sup- 
posed to be on the Tientsin branch of 
said Bank, on the 20th instant. 

Two employés of a native bank wero 
charged with being concerned together 
in uttering counterfeit dollars from a 
cash shop (or native bank), 16, Kiukiang 
Road, on various dates during August, 
1903; also with being in possession of 
forty-five counterfeit 20-cent pieces and 
thirteen 10-cent pieces, with intent to 
utter same on the public, on the 20th 
in: 























it. 
Mr. F. Ellis said that he was instructed 
to defend the two  last-mentioned pri- 
soners. This would also prove to be a 
lengthy case, and as his clients had only 
Leen arrested the previous evening and 
he had only been instructed since then, 
he wouid ask for a remand. One of his 











clients was an accountant and the otlier 
an assistant in the Ying Dah Bank. ‘The 
proprietor of the Bank was Messrs. Bur- 

picce-goods compradore. Counsel 
understood that the police intended to 
apply for 2 warrant against the proprie- 
tor.”

Extortion in a Tea-shop. 


An ox-priest and a detective’s second 
were charged with unlawfully detaining 
4 female complainant in a tea-shop, Nov 
654, Yunnan Road, from 11 a.m. until 
3 p.m. on the 15th instant, and attempt. 
ing to extort from her the sum of $400 
by means of threats, at the same timo 
and place, in company’ with others not in 
custody. 

The Assessor remarked that cases of 
detention and extortion in tea-shops seemed 
to be of common occurrence, and in future 
cases of this kind he recommended that 
the proprietor or manager of the ten-shop 
concerned should also be charged, as. such 
things could hardly happen 
knowlede,

Another Capture of Counterfeit 
Coiners. 

Four men were charged with being con- 
cerned together in manufacturing a 
quantity of counterfeit one-cent copper 
coins, and putting the same into circula- 
tion, thereby defrauding the Chinese 
Government and the public, on various 
dates since the lith of July, at a house 
in the country. 

Detective-Sergeant Gilfillan seid that 
on the morning of the 2nd instant he 
visited the prisoners’ house, which was 
situated just beyond the Shanghai Rail- 
way Station, and was supposed to be a 
cotton hong. When he entered, in com- 
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pany with native detectives, the men 
were in the act of making coins. One of 
them ran out at the back on seeing wi 
ness, and threw away one of the dies. 
Witness ran after him and caught. him. 
The other three men were secured and 
the house was searched, with the result 
that the dies, presses, and coins, ete., 
produced in Court, were found on the 
premises. The coins were found concealed 
in some bedding. It was supposed that 
the coins were brought into Shanghai 
concealed at the bottom of bundles of 
cytton, as men had been seen to leave 
the house the previous day ing 
weighty bundles of what was apparently 
cotton! ‘The actual proprietor of the 
house was said to have gone to Nanking, 
and it was not likely that he would re- 
turn to Shanghai. 

‘The prisoners admitted their guilt. 

‘The Court ordered the premises to be 
sealed up by the native authorities, and 
the prisoners were sentenced to 500 blows, 
2 months’ cangue, and three years’ im- 
prisonment each; the plant and coins to 
be confiscated.

Burkill 
formed the police and first a foreigner 
and then a native detective came to see 
witness, Witness told the detective the 
facts of the case and that this shopman 
in Foochow Road was selling an imitation 
of their soap. Witness pointed out a 
piece of genuine and a piece of imitation 
‘ ‘This soap was also sold in bars of 
which genuine and spurious examples 
were identified by witness. A soap box 
was also produced and identified by wit 
ness. 








































. tr. Jones—Witness 
did not know who wrote the letter nor 
had he any suspicion as to who had done 
sv, Until he got the letter he had no 
idea such soap was being sold. ‘The firm 
iad prosecuted someone for the same 
thing last year. Witness did not_remem- 
ber the man’s name, he sold it in Nanking 
Road. In the last case the Chinese 
characters were similar but the English 
differed. Some people had been prose- 
cuted before for manufacturing the soap 
but witness did not remember their 
names. ‘The soap was exclusively bought 
by Chinese. The firm had sold the cake- 














soap for 15 years and bars for nearly that 
time. No boxes left the hong without 
the firm's mark on. Witness’s firm’s soap 
had not any paper round it when packed 
in boxes. Witness was not aware whether

Cross-examined by Mr. Jones—The 
pts given were for Zeang Mou soap.

Years ayo, that is, when the headman was 
first commissioned to take charge of the 
place, Ul-long was a deserted island. The 
first settlers then were the sinall number 
of the Japanese whom the hesdman took 
with him. ‘This settlement of the Japanese 
set an example to the Coreans and also to 
the other Japanese, many of whom began 
to cross over. With an increase in the 
number of the people and with the nixed 
residence of the Japanese and Qoreane, it

The men who formed this Association were 
the first to take active steps towards 
making this place a summer resort in 
1894, and some of them were thie first to 
build in the following year, and to rebuild 
last year. And now the number of re- 
built and new buildings is very much “a 
2xcess of those at both the other places. 
































‘The houses are more substantially built, 
and a few are more expensive in their 
construction than at the first, when the 
whole scheme was a venture. The num- 
Ler of houses built or rebuilt in these two 
years ‘s about 60. The Assembly Hall has 
‘Leen somewhat enlarged in the rebuilding 
to a seating capacity of over 200. In it, 
religious services for both foreigners and 
Chinese will be held; also lectures and 
,evcial functions. The attendance at the 
Chinese service at 10.30 in the morning, 
hes been as high as 160, while the foreign 
atendance in the late afternoon (3 
o'clock) has exceeded 100. A Sunday 
| School is also held in the morning on one 
of the verandahs for foreign children. The 
difficulty of arranging a suitable hour for 
| this exercise so as not to conflict with the 
| other services in the Hall is making the 
| need of a Sunday School room felt, and 
very likely steps may be taken for build- 
ing one next year. The roll contains about 
40 names. Such a room would also be 
very usefull for prayer ineetings and other 
small gatherings.

New York, 2ist July.—T. L. Wain- 
wright, president of the Southern Cot- 


ton Manufacturers' Association, has ad- 
dressed a letter te the members in rela- 
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tion to the present condition of the 
cotton manufacturing interests in the 
Sonth. While the fact is not stated by 


President Wainwright's letter, it is gener- 
ally known that by Sept. 1, the total 
number of idle spindles in the cotton 
manufacturing world dependent upon 
American cotton will reach 30,000,000. 

‘When it is considered that 80,000,000 
of the 125,000,000 spindles of the entire 
world are dépendent upon American cot- 
ton, the importance of the statement can 
be appreciated. President Wainwright, 
in his letter addressed from Stonewall, 
Miss., says: 

“Gontlemen—On the 10th and 12th of 
, 1 mailed you and many other mills 
not members of our association copy of a 
i letter, requesting information as 
therein set forth, promising replies to all 
who answered the letter, since which T 
have received repties from about 75 per 
cent of the letters sent ont: T have care- 
fully tabulated these, and now take plea- 
sure in giving you the condensed result, 
as follow:

low long the present stock of cotton 
would keep the mills in full‘operation, are 
so varied and indefinite that it is impos- 
{sible to arrive at an accurate average 
date, but the best estimate I can compile 
{from them would indicate the average 
‘date as Aucust 20 to 25. 
| ““The answers to question No. 2 show 
the average number of hours being run 
weekly as 60. With few exceptions, the 
| mills running full time run 66 hours week- 
This shows an average curtailment of 
¢ throughont the South of about 9 per 
cent or say six hours weekly. 
| “Answers to question No. 3, as to the 
leontemplated curtailment of production 
show that from and after July 1, there 
(will be a curtailment of about 18 per cent 
making a total of 297 per cent short time 
after July 1. This does not include the 
mills that have already shut down entirely 
\(ineluding those destroyed and seriously 
(amazed by the recent cyclone and flood 
\which causes an entire’ and indefinite 
suspension of all operations). This entire 
\suspension will amount to 22 per cent, 




















thus making a total average curtailment 
of about 49 per cent. 

“Answers t» question 4, as to the pro- 
auction on hand unsold, will say that 95 
per cent of the answers show no production 
on hand unsold, about 5” per cent of which 
ure sold ahead fo an averaze date of about 
Sept. 1" to 15, some being sold up to the 
end of the year. ‘The small percentage who 
have any goods on hand have very small 
stocks. 

FAMINE IS A CERTAINTY. 
Many of the replies are elaborate and 
interestinis, freely expressing opinions xs 
to the future ouitlook for the cotton and 
cotton goods trade. .\ careful study of ail 
of the replies warrants the conclusions : 

“That.the predicted cotton famine will 
prove a siera reality with a large percentage 
of mills before « new crop can be harvested 
and marketed. 

“That there are enough mills now, run- 
ning short time (to say nothing of those 
contemplating doing so) to curcall the pro- 
duction well below the wants and demands 
of the consumers. 
hat there is the smallest: imaginable 
accumulation af goods in first hands, hence 
cotton goods have not heen in a stronger 
statistical position for many yem 
that they will. at an early date, comarmd 
full values on a parity with cotton is little 
short of a certainty. 

“Many mills with a full supply of cot: 
ton, who claim they will run full time to a 
new crop gave a full week for the Fourth of 
July holidays, while asa rule they give 
from one to two A fow others shut 
down for a week, more or less, for needed 
repairs. These two items alone will largely 
ceatrtail production. 

COTTON MUS? STAY HIGH. 

© With the great seareity of cotton and 
the lateness of the crop, whieh is vatioutl 
estimated at from two to three weeks, 
cotton is placed in the strongest. statistical 
position sinee the year of 1872, when it 
S'ld for 27 cents ‘per pound, and it is 
reasonably certain that extton must remain 
igh at least until about November, and 
possibly much ‘longer. Nearly all the 
mills answering insist that they will de- 
mand fall va‘ues for goods in the future, 

“Too much importance cannot be placed 
on the recommendations of the American 
Cotton Spinners’ Association, at. their re- 
cent annual convention, that the produe- 
tion be curtailed muterially.
